C.  Paquet,  actually  was  accepted  for  use  in  1861  at  all  mints.  It  is 
I spoken  of  by  Curator  DuBois  in  the  MS.  volume  MINT  CABINET 
rCOUNTS  & MEMORANDA  1857-1904,  in  describing  the  1861 
quet  Reverse  proof  in  the  Mint  collection.  The  latter  is  one  of 
ssibly  two  gold  impressions  of  this  date  known  from  the  Philadelphia 
nt.  The  similar  pieces  dated  1859  and  1860  con  only  be  called 
tterns.  At  the  end  of  1860,  a hub  was  mode  from  Paquet's  original 
sign,  presumably  under  the  supervision  of  Longacre,  who  had  long 
en  dissatisfied  with  his  own  first  effort  for  a $20.  reverse.

?w  Orleans  reached  that  branch  in  time  to  prevent  ony  coinage  of 
quet  twenties.  That  to  San  Francisco,  sent  by  Pony  Express,  was 
layed  enroute  and  did  not  reoch  that  branch  until  Feb.  2nd.  The 
n Francisco  mint  had  reopened  for  coinage  on  Jon.  10th,  and  the 
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Supt.  had  complained  earlier  to  the  Director  about  trouble  in  har< 
ing  and  adapting  to  the  presses  the  new  $20.  reverse.  There  folio 
a letter  of  2 9 1861  ; "I  have  the  honor  of  acknowledging  the  rec 
of  your  favor  of  the  5th  ulto.,  'overland'  which  however  did  not  o 
to  hand  until  the  2nd  inst.  I was,  therefore,  unable  to  prevent 
striking  and  issuing  of  a large  number  of  Double  Eagles  coined  i 
the  new  die.  The  amount  coined  was  $385,000."  It  therefore  oppe 
that  of  the  Paquet  Reverse,  there  were  struck  (in  the  year  of  acc( 
once,  1861)  probably  two  proofs  at  Philadelphia;  19,250  ordir 
impressions  at  San  Francisco.  Of  the  latter,  only  two  are  now  local 
the  Fecht  specimen  in  the  A.N.S.,  and  one  owned  by  the  Numism 
Gallery.  Both  the  Philadelphia  and  San  Francisco  coins  constitute 
rarest  regularly  issued  double  eagles,  and  are  worth  as  much  as 
other  great  rarity  in  the  U.  S.  series. 

Ques.  I often  see  mention  mode  of  "original"  and  "restrike"  1i 
dollars,  and  hear  elsewhere  that  all  of  them  are  restrikes.  Exa 
what  does  "original"  mean  in  reference  to  this  coin  and  why  is  tt 
controversy  over  it?  C.  E.  Baldwin.  T.  Y. 

Ans.  The  so-called  originals  are  from  the  same  reverse  die  as 
restrikes  of  1801-2-3,  illustrated  in  the  Standard  Catalogue.  This 
A over  space  between  two  clouds;  0 over  right  half  of  a cloud;  b( 
under  foot  of  final  A.  The  so-called  restrikes  have  as  a reverse,  a 
made  circa  1858  closely  copying  the  original  one,  but  having  A c 
right  half  of  a cloud;  O over  space;  berry  under  center  of  final  A. 
originals  existed  before  1842  when  the  Eckfeldt  and  Dubois  b 
illustrated  one  from  the  Mint  Cabinet.  The  high  prices  commanded 
this  coin  arise  from  the  fact  that  only  six  are  known,  three  (AA 
Mickley-Appleton-Mass.  Hist.  Society,  and  Parmelee-Byron  Rel 
Omaha  City  Library)  being  in  museums.  Of  the  other  three,  t 
( Stickney-Atwater)  is  in  the  Eliasberg  collection,  one  (worn)  is  in 
Lammot  DuPont  estate  (having  originated  in  the  Cohen  sale  of  187' 
and  the  last  (this  and  the  Omaha  piece  being  the  two  finest)  is 
Dexter-Dunham-Williams  coin,  owned  by  Mr.  Harold  Bareford. 
or  about  1858,  plain  edge  impressions  were  taken  from  the  sec« 
die  described  above,  and  are  known  as  "Eckfeldt"  restrikes.  One 
these,  now  in  the  Smithsonian,  is  struck  over  a cut-down  1857  Sv 
shooting  thaler.  Later,  lettered  edge  restrikes  from  the  same  reve 
die  were  made  and  sold.  Sometime  after  1858,  the  two  1 804's  in 
Mint  Cabinet  were  transposed,  and  the  wrong  one  identified  as 
original.  This  explains  the  occurrence  of  numerous  electroty 
(made  in  the  Mint  by  Mr.  DuBois,  the  curator)  of  the  "Eckfeli 
restrikes,  but  none  of  the  original,  and  DuBois's  singular  error 
identifying  at  least  one  of  the  lettered  edge  restrikes  in  writing  as 
original.  Some  of  the  confusion  caused  by  this  error  was  corrected 
June  3,  1885,  in  a letter  (reproduced  on  page  67  of  the  1941  Di 
ham  Catalog)  from  the  Chapmans  to  J.  V.  Dexter;  for  further  det( 
see  the  Chapman  sale  of  May  1885,  which  included  the  Dexter  Dol 
and  the  Nexsen  series  on  the  1804  in  the  A.J.N.  The  evidence  avc 
able  seems  to  label  the  name  "original"  as  relative,  and  to  ascr 
the  first  reverse,  as  well  as  the  single  obverse,  to  Christian  Gobrec 
circa  1838-41.  All  genuine  1804's  have  beaded  borders  like  those 
the  half  cents  of  1831-36,  the  cents  of  1834  N-3,  the  half  dimeg 
1829-35,  the  dimes  of  1828-35,  the  restrike  half-dollars  of  1833-j 
the  Gobrecht  dollar  of  1836,  and  the  second-type  $5  and  $2'/2 
1829-34.  The  dollars  of  1795-1803  have  radial  lines  for  a bore 
as  examination  of  any  of  the  cuts  in  the  Standard  Catalogue  will  sh< 
The  beaded  border  with  raised  blank  rim  around  it,  was  specific 
ly  mentioned  by  the  Mint  Director,  Samuel  Moore  in  a letter 
August  8,  1829  to  Treasury  Secretary  S.  D.  Ingham  relating  to 
half  dimes  of  1829,  "like  the  Di(s)mes  this  year,  superior  to  any  rd 
heretofore  issued."  The  edge  of  the  1 804's  shows  that  a close  col 
(invented  in  1836  for  use  on  the  Gobrecht  dollars  and  half-dollar 
"to  give  a mathematical  equality  to  the  diameters,"  was  used  on  the 
squashing  the  edge  lettering.  These  techniques  did  not  e.xist  in  la 
The  controversy  over  these  "original"  dollars  has  mainly  centel 
around  whether  they  were  or  were  not  made  in  that  year,  but  propes 
is  irrelevant  to  their  value.  A restruck  half-cent  of,  say,  1836,  w 
the  1840-52  small-berry  reverse,  is  far  more  valuable  than 
original;  proving  that  rarity  rather  than  octual  time  of  emission  ij 
more  important  determinant  of  value.  A "restrike"  is  a coin  me 
later  than  its  date;  the  name  having  acquired  a sneering  connotati( 
often  unjustly,  becouse  of  certain  Mint  activities  c.  1859-68  Acl 
ally,  it  is  merely  a technical  term  in  a class  with  "Proof." 
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
